Soviet Rule in France 
Was Extremists ’Scheme 


People Reported Not Buying

Paris, May 18.—Soviet rule in France was to have been estab¬ 
lished if the revolution inaugurated on May 1 had succeeded, ac¬ 
cording to the French police, who said to-day they had obtained 
complete evidence of this from documents they.had secured. 

Police declared the bulk of this evidence had been found among 
the papers seized at the residence of Boris Souvarine, a Socialist 
editor, who was arrested yesterday on a charge of having plotted 
against the safety of the state. Other evidence, they stated, had 


Constantinople, May 18.—(Associated Press)—Greek and 
Turkish troops have clashed about twenty-five miles east of 
Smyrna, where the Turks are taking the offensive and apparently 
are massing reinforcements preparatory to a further advance 
against the Greeks. Fighting has occurred between Magnisa and 
Menamen. 

Jafar Tayar, Turkish commandant at Adrianople, has sent a 
message here from that city saying 40,000 Turks and Bulgarians 
are preparing to resist the Greeks. He declares they will meet the 
Greeks midway between Adrianople and Tchatalja when the Greeks 
begin the occupation of Thrace.

Income tax: By last year's legisla¬ 
tion. inedme taxes payable this year 
of 1919 income were very substantial¬ 
ly raised. A further general addi¬ 
tion to these taxes of five per cent, is 
now added on incomes of $5,000 and 
up, to be effective this year. 

In future income tax returns must 
be accompanied by a cheque of at 
least twenty-five per cent, of the 
whole of the amount estimated to be 
payable. If paid in instalments, in¬ 
terest at 6 per cent, is to be charged 
any payment In full is required with¬ 
in six months after return is made by 
means of three equal bi-monthly in¬ 
stalments. Heavy penalties are pro¬ 
vided for incorrect returns.

It is interesting to observe that the excursion 
recently undertaken by the.wholesale section of 
the Victoria Board of Trade was much in the 
nature of a revelation to most of those who made 
the trip. One result, therefore, should be an 
added impetus to the trading relations existing 
between the various Island points and this city. 
There is no reason why the many thriving locali¬ 
ties in this part of the Province should not make 
Victoria their source of supply for practically 
every requirement. Altogether too many orders 
have been going to the Mainland largely because 
the various houses across the gulf have been 
quick to detect the numcroub opportunities for 
business right at our very doors. Loyalty to the 
local source of supply is excellent in theory but 
the principles of modern trading do not always 
comprehend the finer points. And after all there 
. is nothing like insisting that you have the very 
goods your customer requires. That is the way 
to get his business and keep it.

\ IMPERIALS MUST GO 
UNLESS CHANGE MADE 

Two British Volunteers From 
California Refused Ad¬ 
mission to Canada 


As an explanation of one of the 
main reaeons for the existence of the 
Imperial Veterans In Canada as an 
organized body, Provincial President 
Crossland last night informed the 
Victoria members, meeting in the Y. 
M. C. A., that two Imperial men who 
recently arrived in British Columbia 
will shortly have to go to California, 
against thdir will ana solely because 
of official red tape and regulations, 
which will not allow them to settle 
in the land they fought for. 

These two men, both British sub¬ 
jects, according to President Cross- 
land, after several years of actual 
fighting, were demobilized on board 
th«*Carmania and repatriated to Cali- j 
fomia, where they had been residing 
at the time of the outbreak of war. 

They found that they were strongly 
discriminated against in that state 
"The Californians felt they had won 
the war, and they had no particular 
use for these men. while the strong 
propaganda against anything British 
which is now being carried on in that 
j^ate made these men so uncomfort¬ 
able that they simply had to geW>ut,’ 
said Mr. Crossland. 

The two came to British Columbia, 
but were refused admission at Blain. 
and the only reply to their demon I 
stration of parchments and other Im- ) 
perial army discharger sheets was 
"Well, you chaps should have come 
direct from the Old Country if you 
want to get into £ahada.” 

Eventually one ‘ of the men was 
temporarily admitted as being the 
owner of a couple of hilltop lots near 
Vancouver, and he enlisted the aid 
of the Imperial Veterans and secured | 
admission on a like two months' term 
(or his friend. But they will have to 
depart In a few days unless the 
strong representations which the Im¬ 
perials are making, to the authorities 
have effect, and Mr. Crossland main¬ 
tains that such cases are being met 
with quite frequently. 


Tfie regular meeting of the Vic¬ 
toria Unit of the Imperial Veterans 
in Canada, held last night in the Y. 

>M. C. A., was addressed by Provin¬ 
cial President F. J. Crossland, of 
Vancouver, who spoke on the situa¬ 
tion existing in the Kelowna and 
Vernon districts through the non- 
irrival of the expected large immi¬ 
gration of Imperial ex-service men. 
who had been relied on to relieve the 
labor shortage on the fruit farm*. 
*nd for whose benefit large prepara¬ 
tions had been made by farmers, the 
Imperial Veterans’ Association, and 
the Provincial •Government. 

Mr. Crossland said that Victoria 
had been flooded with rumors re¬ 
garding the fiasco, and that stories | 
alleging officials of the Imperial 
Veterans had made attempts to hold I 
up the agricultural associations of I 
the interior for sums aggregating 
$1,500 were in circulation here and 
on the Mainland. 

The speaker then gave full infor¬ 
mation from official documents and 
correspondence, showing that the 
Imperial Veterans, and the Soldier I 
Settlement Board had been to great | 
trouble to assure that, as soon as the 
expected influx of men began to ar¬ 
rive in the Spring, they would be 
properly looked after. The farmers 
who were prepared to accept men 
hud all been listed and even a hotel 
had been tentatively arranged for 
for their accommodation. 

Then the expected immigrants 
didn't come. "And that’s all there is 
to it," said Mr. Crossland. "The 
Soldier Settlement Board was out bf 
pocket the salary of the speclul in¬ 
structor and supervisor who had 
been stationed in the district to look 
after the expected men, and the Im¬ 
perial Veterans’ Association is now 
bei pg the subject of rumors spread 
by men who will not come out in the 
open to make their charges. And all 
because, either the expected thou¬ 
sands of Imperial ex-service men 
never left the old land for British 
Columbia, or If they did, something 
went wrong in the mtfny miles of 
travel and the men were snapped up 
long before they got anywhere near 
Vernon or Kelowna.”

Tn view of the uncertain situation 
created by the shortage of fuel oil 
the larger shipping concerns which 
adopted the new method of steam 
generation for the propulsion of ocean 
ships are seriously considering the 
re-converslon of tonnage to the coal¬ 
burning system. 

; When the Canadian Pacific Ocean 
Services. Ltd., placed the order for 
the 22.000-ton liner Empress of Can¬ 
ada with the Fairfield Shipbuilding 
Company the plans included the in¬ 
stallation of oil-burning equipment, 
but with the curtailment of the fuel 
oil supply it is. not improbable that 
the company will reconsider its 
original decision and arrange for the 
equipment of the great liner as a coal 
burner. The Empress of Canada will 
be launched this Fall and will set out 
on her. round-the-world cruise from 
Liverpool to Victoria, B. C.. next 
March, arriving here in June. 

Shipping Board Vessels. 

Probably the ship-operating con¬ 
cern most heavily hit by the oil 
shortage on the Pacific is the United 
States Shipping Board, or the inde¬ 
pendent companies operating the 
ships of this fleet. Lack of fuel oil 
in the Far East has held a large num¬ 
ber of American steamers on the 
other side of the.Pacific, and numbers 
of them are being converted aa coal- 
burners us fast as the Far Eastern 
shipyards can handle the work. Some 
of the United States Shipping Board 
\essels have been forced to travel 
many miles out of their course by 
way of Honolulu In order to get oil 
tanks replenished to permit the con¬ 
tinuance of the voyage to this coast.
